The couple, Herbert and Mildred 


Moats, Mt. Morris, to whom she 
had left the child four years ago, 
filed a petition of adoption in the 
office of the Ogle county Circuit 
court clerk. 


Mrs. Eleanor Henslcy, Spring- 


field, the mother of the child, had 
separated from her husband four 
years ago and turned the girl over 
to the couple. She later divorced 
her husband. 


Last year, she remarried and 


now seeks the return of th» child 
from the Moates who claim to have 
provided for the girl since the sep- 
aration. 


A' written consent by the father of 


the girl was also filed Tuesday al- 
lowing the Moatses to adopt her. 


At the time Mrs. Hensley sep- 


arated from her husband, Leo M. 
Reilly, her father, and the father 
of Mrs. Moats, worked together 
on the same railroad. Mrs. Hensley 
was faced with two choices, to 
place the child in an orphanage or 
leave her with the Moatses. 


It was brought out that the 


Moalses had not adopted (he child. 


Mrs. Hensley la also the mother 


of * 10-year-old girl, who she had 
kept with her. 


The case was brought into court 


before Judge Leon Zick on a writ 
of habeas corpus.

Slothower 
Makes Bid 
To Pupils 


Outlines Benefits in 
Verbal Invitation to 
Growing Neighbor 


A verbal invitation to Swiss- 


ville to annex to the city oJ 
Dixon was extended Tuesday 
night at a meeting of the Dix- 
on city council. 


Mayor William Slothower urged 


members of the Loveland school 
•student council, assembled at last 
night's meeting, to suggest to their 
parents that Swissville become a 
part of Dixon. 


Mayor Slothower brought up the 


subject of the Swissville annexa- 
tion after he asked those members 
of the student council who use the 
Dixon Public library to stand. In 
response, approximately 100 per 
cent of the student council rose. 


Library Free 


The mayor pointed out' to the 


students that although they are 
not actually citizens of Dixon, but 
of Dixon township, they can use 
the public library free of cost. 


He added that the public library 


is merely one of the services of- 
fered to Swissville residents at 
practically no expense to them- 
selves while citizens within the 
city limits support those services 
by paying taxes. 


As an example, he explained that 


Swissville residents are able to use 
the parks in the Dixon park district 
without paying anything toward 
their support. The majority of re- 
venue obtained for use in the park 
district comes from Dixon. 


Mayor Slothower suggested that 


the students urge their parents to 
circulate a petition requesting that 
Swissville be annexed and present 
it in county court. 


Swissville would gain by annex- 


ing, Slothower explained, in that 
they would receive additional serv- 
ices at practically no additional 
cost in taxes. • 


List Benefit* 


Presently, the subdivision must 


pay $2,500 to the city for the rental 
of sewage disposal. 
The money 


is raised by levying a Swissville 
sanitary district tax. he added. 


Slothower said that where Swiss- 


ville has no street lights today, it 
would soon have them upon annex- 
ation. 


He added that the area has no 


adequate police protection in that 
residents have no recourse to city 
police and must call the county 
sheriff's office in the case of an 
emergency. 


The mayor said that Swissville 


people wouldn't have to belong to

Franklin 
Voters OK 
Road Bonds 


FRANKLIN GROVE —(Special) 


—Voters here yesterday approved 


$45,000 bond issue for the im- 


provement of village streets. 


A total of 262 ballots were cast 


with 149 favoring the issue and 105 
opposed. Eight votes were spoiled. 


The bonds would finance resur- 


'acing of all streets in the village 
with a permanent material. The 
streets will be maintained with 
motor fuel tax money w h i c h 
amounts to about $3,500 a year. 


Total cost for principal and in- 
erest over a 10-year period is 
estimated at $54,000. A rate of 33 
cents would be required on current 
assessed valuation of property to 
eliminate the bonds in 10 years. 


The bond issue also provides for 


construction of proper drainage for 
all streets in the village.

Discuss Parking Lot Need 


Tentative arrangements have been made for a joint meeting of Ihe 


Dixon city council and the Dixon park board to be held Friday at 7:30 
p. m. in the city hall to discuss the "Haymarket" square problem. 


Mayor William Slothower indi- 


cated that Friday would be the 
earliest possible time for the two 
governing bodies to meet because 
of various commitments of the 
members. 


The "Haymarket" square prob- 


lem pertains {o whether or not the 
present park between Second and 
Third street, just west of Peoria 
avenue, should be converted into 
an off-street parking area. 


At the April 28 meeting of the 


city council, members of the coun- 
cil proposed that the city attempt 
to regain posession of the square, 
now in the hands of the park 
board, and go ahead with the con- 
version. 


Edwin Mrrrick, chairman of the 


city 
planning' commission, said 


that members of the commission 


were in favor" of the 
off-street 


park'ing idea. 


However, some sources question 


the feasibility of going to the ex- 
pense of the conversion before a 
survey 
is made to determine 


whether the city will really need 
additional parking facilities after 
the parking lot at Second street 
and Hcnncpin avenue is opened. 


It has been contended that since 


the lot across from the city hall 
will accommodate 60 cars that 
would otherwise take up about 
three blocks of parking space on 
both sides of the street, the city 
may not need additional facilities. 


The meeting Friday night will be 


for the purpose of determining the 
park board's stand on the idea and 
the possibility of going ahead with 
it.

tons of cigaretes, $20 in cash, and 
some beer, Sheriff White said. 


Robert Tillett was the first mem- 


ber of the group to be apprehend- 
ed by White, who said that the 17- 
year-old boy implicated the others 
in the crime. 


The bui'glary was discovered by 


Walter Jansscn, an employe of the 
Janssen service station near the 
tavern and called the sheriff. A 
window in the tavern had been 
broken several times in the past 
two weeks. 


Sheriff White arrived in time to 


see Tillett walking away from the 
tavern and across the "River" 
road bridge toward Oregon. 


The boys had gained entrance 


to the tavern, which is operated 
by Charles and Clarence Nelson, 
of Oregon, by smashing the win- 
dow. 


The teenagers told the authori- 


ties where they had hidden the 
money. It was found in a cigar 
box behindi the McGuire Imple- 
ment shop across- the street from 
the tavern. 


The five boys will be held on 


$1,000 bond for action by an Ogle 
:ounty grand jury.

Dulles Asks 
UN Action on 
Indochina 


Attack on Laos Is 
Plain Aggression, 
Not Revolutionary 


WASHINGTON ffl—Secretary of 


State Dulles said today the United 
States is consulting with several 
allies on a possible appeal to the 
United Nations for action in deal- 
ing with the .Communist-led. - in 
vasion of Laos. 


Dulles noted that France, Thai- 


land and the three 
associated 


states of Indochina were involved 
in the new Southeast Asia crisis. 


"We are in conversation with all 


those countries with reference to 
possible United Nations actions," 
the secretary told the house foreign 
affairs committee. 


The attack on Laos, Dulles testi- 


fied, "does not even pretend to be 
a 
revolutionary effort 
but is 


straight military aggression." 


He testified that a successful ex- 


tension of the attack against Thai 
land would mean a threat to Bur 
ma and Indonesia and might make 
the future of Japan "extremely 
precarious." 


Present plans to put Japan on a 


self-supporting basis, he said, con 
template development of Japanese 
trade with Southeast Asia. Should 
that area succumb to aggression, 
he said, "we might have to permit 
Japanese trada with the Commu 
nist mainland." or else spend a 
great deal more money than now 
for Japanese economic support. 


Thai and U.S. officials reported 


earlier today that Dulles has told 
Ambassador Pole Sarasin the U.S. 
would give "most sympathetic con- 
sideration" to a Thai request for 
expansion of arms aid to that em- 
battled country.

did not bomb the partially com- 
pleted dam, on which work was 
abandoned when the war began, 
the Air Force said.

estimated value of the diamonds 
at $9,900 wholesale, $16,000 retail. 
He said 960 unset diamonds were 
n a package which disappeared 
rom the shipment.

Two loose diamonds found on 


he floor of Wilson's automobile 


led to his arrest and recovery of 
most of the diamonds, Weatherford 
said. 


Lost at Track 


He said Wilson related he took 


the package early Monday at the 
airport without knowledge of its 
contents and concealed it in his 
automobile. Later, he opened it in 
the car and found it contained 
diamonds. 


He sold six of the gems to pawn- 


brokers for a total of $118, paid 
his traffic fine and lost the rest 
at a race track, Weatherford said 
Wilson related. 


Weatherford said agents recov- 


ered 69 stones from Wilson's auto- 
mobile and, the remainder from 
hiding places in Wilson's home at 
3040 S. Christiana av. 


Weatherford said Wilson.- mar- 


ried, has no criminal record. 


Fear Two

British Steamer, 
U. S. Transport Hit 
Off English Coast

HARWICH, England UP)— 


Two American ships brought 
hundreds of passengers to 
safety today from a British 
steamer sliced through in a 
predawn 
collision' with an 


American transport in the 
North Sea. 


Survivors were landed here arid 


at Dover after a,quick transfer of 
passengers 40 miles off Harwich 
on England's east coast averted 
a majorfsea disaster. But a woman 
and possibly a child were reporterd 
still trapped in the listing steamer: 


All of the passengers^— most 


of them British Army families re- 
turning • home/ from Germany — 
were from the 4,190-ton Duke of 
York.

The steamer, bound from Holland 


to Harwich,

American transport Haiti Victory 
rammed into each other. The Duke 
of York had 437 passengers aboard

The Haiti Victory brought the 


bulk of the passengers ashore her* 
desjrite an eight-foot gash in her 
bows six feet above" the waterlihtJ 
She had the Duke of York in. tow 
for a while but that task was taken 
over later by tugs. 


The 10.687-ton American-Hawaii- 


an Steamship Company's vessel, 
The American, took 91- survivors 
aboard and hurried to Dover with 
them. Four were reported serious- 
ly injured. 


Survivors crowded the decks of 


the Haiti Victory as she cam* 
slowly into the harbor at Harwich. 


Remain Aboard 


Her damage appeared superficial 


to that suffered by the' Duke of 
York. Everything forward of the 
superstructure had disappeared on 
the Duke of York. 
Capt. R. B. 


Adams, her master, and 15 crew- 
men remained aboard to work the 
vessel, which was reported taking 
some water. 


The Haiti Victory carried a crew 


of 50 U. S. civil service personnel 
from Bremerhaven to the United 
States. Sidney L .Baker, the mas- 
ter, brought her into Harwich 
under her own power on an even 
keel.

Scissorers Should Be Warned If 


Budget Is Pared lo Liniil 


Congress is accustomed to assuming that the executive 


branch, as a matter of course, pads its budget requests by at 
least 10 per cent. The lawmakers therefore feel safe in cut- 
ting such requests a like amount or more, figuring usually 
that they thus are closer to actual need. 


That kind of reasoning explains why some on Capitol 


Hill greeted President Eisenhower's projection of an $8.5 bil- 
lion budget trimming with the declaration, "This is just the 
beginning." 


Yet if congress now proceeds to whack further big slices 


from proposed outlays for. particularly, defense and foreign 
aid, there may be serious risk to national security. This is 
why: 


Few Washington observers believe so big a sum as $8.5 


billion can be lopped off the budget without cutting muscle 
as well as fat out of our defenses and adversely affecting 
cooperation with our friends abroad.

Originally, our military leaders figured Russia ready 


for atomic warfare in 1954, and we were shaping our defenses 
toward that deadline. 
But the stretch-out envisaged Mr. 


Eisenhower—and underscored by recent NATO decisions 
in Paris—indicates we no longer have eyes fixed on that tar- 
get date. 


Since the president is not now disputing the guesses on 


Soviet atomic development, we cannot conclude the change of 
heart is based on new intelligence from Russia. In the hard 
calculating about our security, the "peace" offensive is of 
^course heavily discounted.- 
- 
- 


; 
Consequently, we can only surmise that the budget cuts 


have been proposed in spite of the Soviet build-up in atomic 
weapons. And therein lies the reason for saying the presi- 
dent is taking a calculated risk the Kremlin won't launch an 
attack upon us. With a slimmer arms budget for both our- 
selves and our friends, we and they would not be well pre- 
pared for an all-out atomic assault in the near future. 


If congress should magnify the risk by cutting further 


on the assumption it is still slicing fat, it might amount to 
the kind of open invitation we gave Moscow when we shrug- 
ged our shoulders over Korea in early 1950. 


Inasmuch as the president has apparently pared the 


budget close to the safety line, he should make this abun- 
dantly plain to all responsible leaders on the Hill. Otherwise 
the air will soon be thick with flailing knives, hatchets and 
hacksaws. 


Stassen Restores Principle 


To many politicians, sticking to principle is a thing that 


varies with the seasons. The adhesive substance seems to get 
a little thin and dry in campaign years. 


At many levels of public office this doesn't hurt too 


much, and men who have sloughed off their principles for a 
spell go on getting elected and elected. With the presidency, 
however, you can carry this only so far. 


Harold Stassen found that out in 1948. 
Believing him- 


self close to the GOP nomination, he tried to be more and 
more things to more and more men. That finished him. And 
his re-entry into the lists in 1952 saw him reduced to pitiful 
stature. 


Now the word comes from Washington that Stassen, as 


head of Mutual Security, is rebuilding his reputation. He h'as 
grounded himself well in his job and is performing excel- 
lently. He is earning wide praise. 


Ambition may still reside in Stassen's breast. Perhaps 


he has learned by now that it cannot be served by casting 
principle to the four winds.

. Slock Pile Gone? Here's Play

"Please explain what should be 


done when you get to the end of 
etock pile," requests a St. Paul 
reader. "Do you turn the discard 
pile over and start again, or docs 
the hand come to an end at once? 
Is the rule the same for two-hand- 
ed and three-handed Canasta?" 


The same rule is followed no 


waiter how many players are in 
the game. Let's suppose that South 
picks up the last card of the stock 
pile and discards a king. There are 
no more cards in the stock pile, 
and it is West's turn to play. 


( If West has a meld of kings on 
the table, he must pick up the dis- 
card pile and meld the discarded 
King. There are, however, two ex- 
ceptions to this lule. If the dis- 
card pile is frozen, West need not 
pick it up even though he may 
have a pair of kings m his hand. 
In many cases, of course, West 
will be eager to take the pile; but 
he has a fiee, choice in the matter. 
The other exception occurs when 
West has only one card in his hand 
and the discard pile consists like- 
wise of only one card. In this sit- 
iualion West is not allowed to take 
the discard pile. 


', This cover all the cases in which 
West has a meld of kings on the 
^able. Now let's consider the cases 
in winch West has not pieviously 
inelded kings. 
, If West wants to pick up the dis- 
raided king (assuming that he has 
Jhe necessaiy caids to do sol, he 
may take it and meld it at once. 
?I he doesn't want to pick the king 
up lor if he is unable to do so), 
the hand ends at once.

Sometimes West js unable to pick 
jip the discarded king; and some- 
time he has a choice and decides 
Juot to pick it up. In all such cases 
the hands ends immediately. 
' If West does pick the king up, 
lie may meld out, in which case 
the hand comes to a fairly normal 
end. When West fails to meld out, 
his discards: and the hand con- 
tinues.

HANOI, Indo-China —MV-French 


and Laotian patrols swept in a 
wide arc around the royal resi- 
dence city of Luang Prabang in 
Laos today but failed to contact 
any C o m m u n i s t-led Vietminh 
troops. 


The calm on the Laos invasion 


fronts indicated the Vietminh is 
awaiting fresh supplies and is re- 
grouping its forces before making1 
an onslaught on Luang Prabang 
or Vientiane, the official capital.

Vientiane, a town of 20,000 popula- 
tion across the Mekong River from 
Thailand. 


60,000 On Move 


The Thais have begun moving: 


60,000 Vietnamese, mostly of fight- 
ing age, from along the northern 
border deep into West and North- 
western Thailand as a precaution 
against Communist invasion. 


The move was apparently aimed 


at preventing Vietnamese who fled 
into Thailand border areas at the 
start of the Indochina War from 
being swept up and used by the 
Vietminh in the event Moscow- 
trained Ho Chi Minn's forces reach 
the Mekong and try to extend their 
'liberation" program and cross 
into Thailand. 


French intelligence reports have 


disclosed that three generals and 
four colonels who received their 
military training in Southern Com- 
munist China are masterminding 
the invasion of Laos.

Approved 


President Should 


, Sign Measure When 
House OKs Changes 


WASHINGTON UP)- The bill to 


give the states title to oil-laden 
submerged Jands off their shores, 
debated in the senate for more 
than a month, may wind up within 
a few days on the desk of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, who has indi- 
cated he will sign it. 


The measure which the senate 


passed, 56-35, late Tuesday, after 
an acrimonious debate which start- 
ed April 1, differs in some re- 
spects from one approved earlier 
by the house. 


Bui efforts were being made to 


persuade 
the house Republican 


leadership to accept the senate 
version, rather than risk a new 
senate talkfest over a compromise. 


No Action Today 


' No action was likely today, since 
the house scheduled only memorial 
services for members and former 
members who have died in the 
past year. But Thursday, it is 
likely that the house will be asked 
to accept the senate measure. If 
it does so, the bill would go to the 
White House. 


Before approving the bitterly 


fought legislation, the senate bat- 


ted down a dozen amendments ol 
feral by opponents. 


They contended they were trying 


to cancel or modify what they 
termed a giant "giveaway" of fed- 
eral property over which the su- 
preme court has held that the 
federal government holds para- 
mount rights. Sen. Douglas (D-I11), 
an opponent, said oil in the lands 
involved has been estimated by 
geologists to be worth from 50 to 
300 billion dollars.
